Embassies demanding release of Thieu’s political prisoners . In California, religious 
services are being organized in churches and temples... av several universitits, including 
Johns Hopkins, Georgetown, Wesleyan, Stanford and U. of Michigan, study/action day will 
be October l... in Cleveland, a refugee camp will be set up to dramatize the plight of 
Vietnamese not allowed to return home... in Washington, D.C. amnesty packets will be 
delivered to senators and representatives by religious leaders... and in NEW YORK CITY , 

Thete will be demonstrations beginning Sunday Sept. 23th at ST. Patrick’s Cathedral with 
activities going through Friday and ending with a Vietnamese Cultural Performance. Monday 
through Friday we are planning demonstrations with tiger cages at such places as the S ;ock 
Exchange, Grand Central Station, the Port Authority, Internal Revenue Service and possibly 
the U.S. Mission to the U.N. The sites were picked to reach the greatest number of people 
mad '.o convey American responsibility for the cages in south Vietnam. We will have people 
in the cages, leafletting, and people checking others for correct I.D,, explaining as 
they do that under Thieu, incorrect I.D. can lead to prison. 

0 : Sunday a vigil at St. Patrick's Cathedral will call attention to the Pope’s statement 
calling for amnesty and release of political priosners in the spirit of Holy Year. There 
is also a possibility of setting up a tiger cage at St. Patrick's along with other ac¬ 
tivities. We will be gathering together at 9:30 a<.m, in the lobby of N.Y. Theological 
Seminary, 235 E. 49th St, For further information contact Catholic Peace Fellowship at

Anyone interested in coming to any of the demonstrations should try to be at 
the final planning meeting at War Resistors League, 339 Lafayette St. at 1 p.nw Satu"’ay 
the 28th. Since those in Power do not er.em inclined to grant permits, there is a possi¬ 
bility of arrest during these demonstrations, We should talk about hew to handle this, 
and who does and doesn't want to be arrested. For those who do not, leafletrr:. are needed. 
We will also be meeting each day before the actions at 9:30 a.m. at Clergy and Laity 
Concerned, 235 E. 49th St. on the 11th floor. These meeting are important to fir.ali re 
plans for the day. We will leave from there and go to the site of the action. 

On Friday October 5th at 8:00 p.m. there will be a Vietnamese Cultural Performance, with 
songs and dance by the Vietnamese Cultural Troupe, as well as songs of solidarity by 
Barbara Dane, Al Riate (the singing P.0,W.) and others. Two tickets are enclosed for 
your purchase or sale to interested people. The price is $2.50, $1.50 for students ar.o 
subsistence workers.
